Makes  Reservation  in  Regard  to  Light  Vessels 
Intended  for  Defence — Messages  Exchanged 
Between  Secretary  Hughes  and  Premier  Briand 
on  Relative  Strength. 


BRITISH  SUBMARINE  PROPOSAL 

HAS  SMALL  CHANCE  OF  SUCCESS 


WASHINGTON,  Dec.  20.--Acceptance  by  France,  with  reserva- 
tions, of  the  American  proposal  of  175,000  tons  in  capital  ships  each 
for  France  and  Italy  swept  the  Arms  Conference  forward  tonight  to 
its  next  major  problem— the  submarine  issue.  Italy  already  has 
accepted  the  175,000-ton  figure,  conditioned  only  on  its  acceptance  by 
France. 

Formal  announcement  of  French  acceptance  and  detajils  of 
French  reservations  apparently  were  reserved  by  the  sub-committee 
of  fifteen  for  the  full  naval  committee,  called  to  meet  Thursday.  The 
sub-committee,  however,  published  messages  exchanged  by  Secretary 
Hughes  and  Premier  Briand  which  led  up  to  the  action  of  the 
French  delegation.  The  messages  were  read  and  discussed  by  the 
sub-committee,  but  the  official  communique  disclosed  no  more  than 
the  texts  of  the  cablegrams. 

The  Premier's  message  showed  that  reservations  attached  to 
acceptance  of  the  175,000  capital  ship  tonnage  had  to  do  with  "light 
cruisers,  torpedo  boats  and  submarines." 

This  has  served  to  bring  the  conference  to  a  standstill  until  the 
submarine  issue  can  be  solved,  when  the  five-power  capital  ship 
agreement  will  be  completed  automatically.  It  is  assumed  that  the 
full  naval  committee  was  called  to  lay  out  a  programme  for  the  dis- 
cussion of  submarines  and  anti-submarine  craft,  as  the  two  are  inter- 
woven in  French  and  British  opinion.

A  direct  step  toward  bringing  up 
the  submarine  issue  In  its  nrst  phase 
— the  British  proposal  to  abolish  sub- 
mersible craft — was  taken  today. 
The  British  delegation  asked  that  a 
Plenary  session  be  called  to  permit 
presentation  of  their  case. 

At  such  sn  open  session  Lord  Lee. 
for  the  British  group,  will  set  out 
reasons  why  the  British  believe  sub- 
marines should  be  banned.  He  will 
read  a  prepared  statement,  It  Is  un- 
derstood. But  there  sre  indications 
that  even  In  the  statement  the  Brit- 
ish will  show  lack  of  conviction  that 
the  conference  will  share  the  British 
view  on  submarines.  It  will,  It  Is 
understood,  set  out  also  the  secon- 
dary British  proposal  that  If  submar- 
ines are  to  be  retained,  the  tonnage 
allotments  be  cut  far  below  the  ex- 
lstlng-strength  principle  of  the 
American  proposals. 

There  Is  also  a  suggestion  In  Brit- 
ish quarters  that  should  neither  view 
prevail,  the  British  would  deem  It 
necessary  to  seek  radical  Increases  in 
their  allotments  and  anti-submarine 
craft  as  a  measure  of  self-defence. 
That  means  more  light  cruisers  and 
destroyers,  and  possibly  airplane  car- 
riers. 

M.  Briand'*  Statement 

That  portion  of  Premier  Brlsnd's 
reply  taken  us  acceptance  of  the 
American  175.000  capital  ship  ton- 
nage propossl  and  beyond  the  strict 
letter  of  which.  It  Is  Indicated,  ths 
French  group  did  not  go  today,  reads: 

•'With  regard  to  the  tonnage  of 
capital  ships,  that  Is  to  say,  attacking 
ships,  which  ars  the  most  costly,  I 
ha v»»  given  Instructions  to  our  dele- 
gates In  the  sense  which  you  desire. 
I  am  certain  that  I  shall  be  sustained 
by  my  Parliament  In  this  view. 

"But  so  fsr  ss  the  defensive  ships 
are  concerned  (light  cruisers,  torpedo 
boats  snd  submarines),  it  would  be 
impossible  for  the  French  Govern- 
ment, without  potting  Itself  in  con- 
trsdiction  with  the  vote  of  the  Cham- 
bers, to  sccspt  reductions  correspond- 
ing to  those  which  we  accept  for  cap- 
ital ships  under  this  formal  reserve, 
which  you  will  certainly  understand." 
Present  Tonnage 

The  French  delegation  was  under 
stood  to  be  In  receipt  tonight  of  de- 
tailed Instructions  as  to  the  amount 
of  auxiliary  naval  tonnage.  Including 
submarines,  desired  under  sn  agree- 
ment to  accept  175.000  tons  of  capital 
ships.  Mr.  Hughes'  message  discloses 
that  It  would  he  possible  for  France, 
under  the  limitation,  to  build  two 
new  36. 000-ton  poet-Jutland  battle- 
ships If  she  so  desired.

There  was  little  shooting  In  the 
city  this  evening,  hut  a  series  of  raids 
on  small  business  places  were  carried 
out  by  armed  men.  who  held  up  the 
occupants  of  stores  with  revolvers 
while  the  cash  drawers  were  rifled. 
One  shopkeeper  was  dangerously 
wounded.

TALK  HAS  RANGED 

OVER  WIDE  FIELD 


French  Premier  Refers  to  His 
Government's  Position  on 
Naval  Armament — Thinks 
His  Country  Suspected 


LONDON.  Dec.  20— Not  much 
progress  has  been  made  thus  far,  It 
was  learned  tonight.  In  the  conversa- 
tions between  Premiers  Briand  of 
France,  and  Lloyd  Oeorge,  of  Great 
Britain,  on  German  reparations,  and 
kindred  questions.  The  two  met  again 
this  morning,  but  did  not  get  together 
this  afternoon. 

Talking  to  the  Associated  Press  to- 
night, M.  Briand  said  he  was  unable 
to  give  any  details  of  the  conversa- 
tions, which  ranged  over  a  wide 
field,  including  reparations,  and  the 
Intentions  of  France  should  Germany 
fall  to  meet  her  financial  obligations 
due  January  IS.  He  emphasised  that 
his  conversations  with  Mr.  Lloyd 
George  did  not  constitute  a  confer- 
ence, which  could  be  called  only  after 
an  accord  had  been  reached  in  an 
exchange  of  views. 

To  an  observation  that  today's  Lon- 
don papers  spoke  of  the  "French 
•aval  puzzle"  at  the  Washington  con- 
ference, and  suggested  that  M. 
Briand's  recent  statement  did  tint 
square  with  the  announcement  of  the 
French  delegation,  he  replied  warmly 
that  there  were  no  such  divergences 
as  had  been  Insinuated.  On  the  con- 
trary, he  declared,  he  was  In  full 
agreement  with  the  French  delega- 
tion and  the  claims  they  had  put  for- 
ward in  France's  behalf. 

M.  Brlend  complained  somewhat 
bitterly  of  what  he  termed  the  sus- 
picion with  which  certain  quarters 
had  judged  France's  defensive  naval 
measures. 

Of  the  economic  situation  he  said: 
"Russia  is  a  question  which  Great 
Britain  and  France  should  examine 
together,  but  I  fear  the  disorganiza- 
tion of  that  vast  country  Is  grester 
than  Is  known.  Great  Britain  and 
France  must  together  undertake  the 
reconstruction  of  Europe.  The  main- 
tenance eX  peace  Is  based  solidly  upon 
an  entente  cordisle.  All  differences 
between  Englsnd  and  France  can  be 
settled  by  frank  explanation  and  dis- 
cussion."

NEW  YORK,  Dec.  20. — There  was 
n  further  improvement  in  the  Cana- 
dian exchange  situation  this  morn- 
ing. The  Canadian  dollar  was  quoted 
al  a  discount  of  6  6-8  per  cent,  which 
represents  a  gain  from  Canada's 
standpoint  of  three-eighths  of  a  cent 
in  the  dollar  sines  yesterday's  quo- 
tation. 

One  year  ago  the  Canadian  dollar 
was  worth  only  84  cents  In  New 
York.  Today  It  Is  worth  93  3-8 
cents.  Canadian  financial  men  here 
say  present  indications  point  to  still 
further  Improvement. 

The  rise  In  the  value  of  the  Cana- 
dian dollar  Is  ascribed  largely  to 
heavy  purchnses  of  exchange  for  the 
closing  up  of  transaction*  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  also  grain  payments. 

Another  factor  has  been  the  senti- 
ments! effect  caused  by  Canada's  Im- 
proved trade  position,  ss  recently  an- 
nounced, and  the  remarkable  success 
of  recent  Canadian  bond  flotations 
In  the  Fnlted  States  market. 

COALITION  LIBERALS 
ARE  MUCH  CONCERNED 

LONDON.  Dee.  JO. — The  political 
party  managers,  now  that  Parliament 
Is  once  again  out  of  session,  have 
leisure  to  reflect  on  the  astonishing 
l.ab..r  victory  In  Routhwsrk  last  week.

OTTAWA.  Dec.  20 —Tom  Moore. 
Prealdent  of  the  Canadian  Labor  Con- 
greaa,  und  Canadian  repreaenUtlVe 
at  the  International  Labor  Conference 
held  in  Geneva,  during  the  month  of 
October  laat,  returned  to  tha  city 
last  night. 

After  a  four  montha'  abaence.  dur- 
ing which  he  attended  the  League  of 
Natlone  third  International  labor  con- 
greaa,  Gerald  H.  Brown.  Aaaiatant 
Deputy  Minister  of  Labor,  haa  re- 
turned to  Ottawa,  and  today  gave 
some  Information  In  amplification  of 
detalla  already  received  by  cable.  In 
addition  to  attending  the  conference 
as  Canada's  Government  delegate,  Mr. 
Brown  spent  aome  time  in  England, 
studying  labor  problems,  and  alao 
made  a  tour  of  Germany. 

Representatives  of  countries  ln  all 
the  five  continents  attended  the  con- 
ference. Mr.  Brown  aald.  and  Germany 
and  Austria  had  delegates.  Tha  out- 
standing features  were  proposals  look- 
ing to  the  adoption  by  International 
agreement  of  a  weekly  day  of  rest  In 
industry;  a  propoaal  for  the  prohibi- 
tion of  white  lead  ln  paint,  adopted 
In  modified  form;  and  various  pro- 
posals relating  to  the  Improvement  of 
conditions  among  agricultural  work- 
ore.  While  an  eight-hour  day  for  ag- 
riculture waa  dlscuaaed.  a  declelon 
waa  postponed  for  aome  later  confer- 
ence. 

The  conference  resulted  in  the 
adoption  of  seven  conventloaa  and 
eight  recommendationa,  bealdea  a 
number  of  resolutions.  These  are 
subject  to  ratification  by  the  govern- 
ments of  the  countries  concerned.  Aa 
eome  of  the  proposals  involved  mat- 
ters which  were  regarded  aa  within 
provincial  jurisdiction,  the  Provinces 
of  Canada  were  invited  to  send  rep- 
resentatives In  an  advisory  capacity, 
and  Ontario.  Quebec  and  Manitoba 
took  advantage  of  the  privilege. 

Tho  agreements  or  draft  conven- 
tions provided  for: 

1—  A  minimum  wage  for  trimmers 
and  stokers  ln  ships. 

2 —  The  medical  inspection  of  young 
persons  in  ships. 

2—  The  prohibition  of  white  lead  in 
paint. 

i—  The  right  of  agricultural  work- 
ers to  organise. 

6 —  The  extension  of  workers'  com- 
pensation to  agricultural  labor. 

< — The  regulation  of  the  employ- 
ment of  children  ln  agriculture. 

7 —  For  one  day's  rest  in  each  week 
for  Industrial  workers. 

The  seven  recommendationa  of  the 
conference  were: 

1 —  That  technical  education  be  pro- 
vided for  agricultural  workers. 

2—  That  employment  offices  be  pro- 
vided for  the  same. 

2 — Also  old  age  and  alckneea  insur- 
ance. 

4 — That  night  work  among  chil- 
dren and  women  In  agriculture  be 
regulated,  and  in  aome  cases  pro- 
hibited. 

6 — That  women  In  agricultural  em- 
ployment be  aecured  rest  with  pay 
during  maternity  period*. 

6 —  That  living  conditions  among 
agricultural  employees  be  Improved. 

7—  That  one  day  in  seven  be 
secured  as  rest  day  for  commercial 
workeri. 

Reaolutlona  of  the  conference, 
which  generally  had  the  affect  of 
suggesting  aubjecta  for  future  con- 
ference, or  else  that  they  be  dealt 
with  by  the  International  labor  office, 
covered  (1)  the  competency  of  tho 
conference  to  deal  with  other  agri- 
cultural labor  queetlons;  (2)  hours 
of  agricultural  workers;  (3)  further 
Investigation  of  anthrax;  (4)  night 
work  of  children  In  devaasated 
areas;  (5)  a  scheme  for  making  raw 
mate.  I  - 1 1  m  Internationally  available; 
(*)  unemployment;  (7)  one  and  a 
half  day's  rest  In  each  seven. 

While  none  of  the  subjects  under 
discussion  originated  In  Canada,  the 
«  ankdlan  delegation,  said  Mr.  Brown, 
took  an  active  part  »n  all  the  prin- 
cipal committees,  and  very  cordial  re- 
latione prevailed.  particularly,  of 
course,  between  delegations  from  dtf- 
C.-rvnt  countries  of  the  British  Em- 
pire.

LONDON.  Deo.  20. — The  Federation 
of  British  Industries  haa  sent  to  The 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  a  grave 
warning  of  the  consequences  of  a 
contlnuunce  of  the  preaent  high  level 
of  taxation,  which,  says  the  warning, 
waa  one  of  the  chl*f  factors  retard- 
ing Industrial  tecovery  and  may  per- 
manently dlmlnlah  the  productive 
capacity  of  tha  country. 

The  manifesto  expresses  the  con- 
viction that  a  flubatantial  reduction 
In  taxation  would  speedily  lead  to 
such  an  Increase  ln  the  volume  of 
trade  aa  would  yield  a  larger  revenue 
than  Is  otherwise  possible.  It  points 
out  that  the  capital  reaouroes  of 
many  Industries  already  have  been 
^trained  to  the  utmost  by  the  need 
for  larger  working  capital  to  meet 
poat-war  conditions  of  production 
and  operation. 

The  excess  profits  duty,  It  la  af- 
firmed, haa  prevented  the  accumula- 
tion of  reserves  sufficient  to  meet  the 
crista,  while  enormoua  local  taxation 
and  the  corporation  profits  tax  have 
still  further  depleted  the  available 
resources  of  Industry. 

Under  these  circumstances,  aays 
the  manifesto,  the  burden  of  the 
Income  tax  at  the  high  rate  aaaesaed 
upon  the  average  for  three  years, 
which  include  the  greatest  industrial 
boom  in  history,  aaaumed  crushing 
proportions,  and  many  ftrms  have 
been  driven  to  Impair  their  future 
productive  capacity  by  paying  the 
current  year  s  taxation  out  of  capl- 
tal  or  by  loan.

Three  Alleged  Conspirators  in 
Comox-Albemi  Case  Com- 
mitted by  Magistrate — Fur- 
ther Evidence  Is  Taken 


VANCOUVER.  Dec.  20— The  moat 
aennutlonul  feature  of  today'a  evidence 
in  the  Comlx-Albernl  alleged  ballot 
stuffing  case  was  the  reading  by  J.  A. 
Kuaaell,  counsel  for  the  prosecution, 
or  u  telegram  to  W.  A.  Hlrd.  from 
Herbert  M.  Clements,  who  contested 
the  riding  In  the  National  Liberul- 
ConacrvaUv.-  InlaWata,  A.  O.  Medlil. 
trainman,  on  th»-  witness  stand  Identi- 
fied the  telegram,  which  wai  wiit 
over  the  (Government  telegraph  ser- 
vice from  1'owell  Jttver  uud  dut<-d 
December  6.  It  waa  shown  to  him  by 
Hird,  he  aald,  to  prove  that  Hlrd  was 
trying  to  get  voters  for  Clements. 
The  wire  rend  aa  follows: 

•  \V.  A.  Bird— Impossible.  No  boat 
arrive  Vancouver  Tuesday  afternoon 
five  o'clock.  Clements." 

Tho  telegram  waa  put  In  aa  an  ex- 
hibit In  the  case,  after  having  been 
read  In  court. 

Four  more  witnesses  for  the  prose- 
cution were  here  and  gave  corrobora- 
tive evidence  of  lilrd's  activltiea  In 
urrunglng  for  the  "pleasure  trip"  up 
the  coast  on  December  6,  MetvfU 
Turner  stating  that  he  was  personally 
assured  that  they  were  to  have  a 
"  very  nice  time,  the  question  of  puy 
was  to  be  fixed  up  on  the  boat,  and 
that  the  arrangement  with  him  waa 
entered  into  three  or  four  days  before 
the  election." 

Magistrate  Shaw  held  that  a  prima 
facie  case  of  conspiracy  had  been 
made  out  against  the  three  men.  W. 
A.  Dlrd.  Graham  Campbell  and  Kred 
(Josby.  und  committed  them  for  trlil 
In  a  higher  court. 

II.  H.  Wood,  assistant  counsel  for 
the  proaecutlon,  then  said  It  waa  In- 
tended to  proceed  against  Bird  and 
Campbell  on  another  charge,  that  of 
an  unauthorised  person  taking,  open- 
ing or  lntw&rlng  with  a  book  or 
packet  of  bailot  papers  then  In  use 
for  the  purpose  of  an  election.  He 
argued  that  the  taking  of  the  bag 
containing  the  ballot  papers  from  the 
offico  of  the  returning  officer  for  the 
riding  without  proper  authority  con- 
stituted a  case  of  theft. 

W.  O.  Boss,  for  tho  defence.  Jump- 
ed up  and  said  thut  if  the  prosecution 
wus  to  proceed  on  such  a  charge  he 
would  have  to  ask  for  a  warrant  for 
the  arrest  of  Gordon  Wlamer  for  re- 
ceiving the  ballot  papers,  knowing 
that  they  had  been  stolen. 

"I  am  here  for  the  purpose  of  hear- 
ing any  application  made  in  the 
proper  manner,"  replied  Magistrate 
Shaw  to  Mr.  Boas,  and  for  a  time  it 
looked  as  If  a  startling  new  develop- 
ment was  imminent.  It  was  agreed 
eventually  that  the  second  charge 
would  be  Included  as  part  of  the 
first  indictment  against  Bird  and 
Campbell,  and  accordingly  no  action 
was  taken  affecting  Mr.  Wlsmer.

— A  number  of 
Toronto  bank  directors  and  financial 
men  are  strongly  criticising  the  pro- 
posed merger  of  the  Hank  of  Mont- 
real and  the  Merchant*  Bank  on  the 
ground  that  It  will  result  In  harmful 
concentration  of  flnamlul  power  In 
one  centre.  The  consensus  of  opin- 
ion seems  to  be  that  there  should  be 
■  distribution  of  the  Merchants  Bank 
business  among  the  chartered  banks. 

The  head  of  a  bond  house  aald: 

"The  big  lesson  which  I  would 
tiraw  from  the  present  situation  is 
that  banka  ahould  be  under  constant 
inspection  by  the  Government  ex- 
aminers. Just  aa  the  Insurance  com- 
panlea are  at  present.  Had  this  sys- 
t<  m  been  In  use  the  affalra  of  the 
Merchanta  Bank  could  never  have  got 
lata  the  state  that  they  are  reported 
to  be  In  at  present." 

<">ne  bank  prealdent  declared  that 
"it  waa  outrageous"  that  the  Bank  of 
.Montreal  should  be  allowed  to  gobble 
up  the  Merchanta  Bank  without  any 
of  the  other  banks  being  given  a 
share  of  the  bualneaa. 
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New  Regulations  Make  Con- 
siderable Modifications  In 
Marking  of  Goods — Many 
Articles  Will  Be  Exempt, 


OTTAWA,  Dec.  If.— In  the  new 
regulations  governing  the  marking 
of  gooda  with  the  place  of  origin. 
Section  13  of  the  August  regulations, 
providing  that  the  name  of  a  city, 
province,  state  or  other  division 
would  not  be  regarded  as  an  Indi- 
cation of  country  of  origin,  has  been 
cancelled.  The  section  substituted 
reads:  "The  name  of  a  manufac- 
turer or  his  trade,  accompanied  by 
the  name  of  the  country  or  a  place 
In  province,  state  or  other  division 
o'  a  country  where  the  goods  have 
been  manufactured  or  produced  will 
be  accepted  as  sufficient  indication 
of  the  country  of  origin." 

The  amendments  exempt  a  large 
number  of  articles  from  the  opera- 
tion of  Section  10  providing  for  the 
marking  of  containers  where  the  ar- 
ticles themselves  are  incapable  of 
being  marked  without  Injury.  To  the 
original  section  have  now  been  added 
the  words:  "Unless  such  articles  are 
of  a  class  or  kind  not  made  or  pro- 
duced In  Canada,  In  which  case  no 
marking  is  required." 

The  addition  will  except  such 
goods  as  tea.  raisins,  dates,  spices, 
raw  sugar  and  coffee. 

Section  11.  dealing  with  Imported 
containers  or  wrapper*  intended  to 
be  filled  with  or  used  upon  domestic 
rroducts  is  cancelled  and  a  substi- 
tute provided.  Section  18  of  the 
regulations,  specifying  goods  which 
do  not  need  to  be  marked  with  the 
indication  of  country,  haa  also  been 
amended.  Section*  12  and  19  are 
cancelled.

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Among  the  polhie«  which  the  new 
«  Ity  Council  will  have  to  dlecuaa  dur- 
ing thv  cumlng  year,  thoaa  affecting 
financea  art  of  major  Importance. 
Through  circumstances  over  which, 
ws  admit,  th«  present  City  Council 
and  the  Counclla  Immediately  prs- 
csdlng  It.  had  llttla  or  no  control,  the 
city  has  b«en  following  a  policy  of 
drift  where  taxation  U  concerned. 
The  consequence  la  that  Victoria  now 
finds  Itself  In  possession  of  property 
of  an  assessed  value  of  $5,000,000. 
which  has  reverted  to  the  municipal- 
ity because  the  owners  of  this  land 
have  been  unable  to  foot  the  tuxatlon 
bills.  The  moat  caaual  student  of 
economics  will  be  ready  to  admit  that 
there  Is  something  radically  wrong 
In  a  system  which  levies  taxation 
which  cannot  be  collected.  The  people 
can  only  pay  In  taxes  what  they  can 
afford  to  pay.  yet  our  system  of  land 
taxation  has  worked  In  such  a  wuy 
ns  to  cause  heavy  Individual  losses  in 
ths  savings  of  the  people  who  had  In- 
vested In  lots  and  house  property.  The 
method  has  been  a  bad  advertisement 
for  the  city,  and,  we  believe,  has  con- 
tributed as  much  as  anything  else  to 
the  reasons  why  the  growth  of  popu- 
lation here  has  been  so  slow. 

For  nearly  four  years  past  attention 
has  been  drawn  by  this  newspaper  to 
ths  unjust  character  of  the  taxation 
levied  on  land.  The  answer  has  always 
been  that  the  city  has  no  other  option 
so  long  as  the  Provincial  Government 
taps  sources  of  revenue  which  should 
rightly  belong  to  municipalities.  That 
is  an  answsr,  but  not  a  conclusive  one. 
for  the  tax  on  land  has  proved  so  con- 
fiscatory that  each  ysar  there  is  less 
nnd  less  land  left  to  tax.  and  the  ques- 
tion arisen,  whither  are  we  drifting? 
The  new  City  Council,  if  it  finds  some 
solution  for  the  problem,  will  deserve 
well  at  ths  hands  of  the  people.  It 
Is  the  outstanding  question  before  he 
municipality.  It  Is  no  solatium  to 
know  that  most  of  the  Local  Im- 
provement plans  which  were  devised 
and  carried  out  nine  or  ten  years  ago 
will  soon  bs  out  of  date,  or.  in  other 
words,  the  era  of  payment  by  Instal- 
ments will  have  elapsed.  Much  of  the 
debt  Incurred  through  them  will  re- 
main, and  has  got  to  bs  met.  It  must 
bs  remembered  that?  many  of  those 
who  a  veiled'  themselves  of  the  ten- 
yssr  Instalment  plsn  for  paying  their 
arrears  of  taxes  arc  now  defaulting. 
This  means  Local  Improvement  debts 
will  be  thrown  on  the  city  as  a  whole, 
and.  eventually,  the  money  must  bo 
found  to  liquidate  these. 

The  rate  of  taxntlon  on  land  Is  not 
s  Just  rate  and  will  not  bs  until  over 
•  0  per  cent  of  ths  Imports  levied  In 
this  regard  can  be  collected.  It  Is  not 
a  Just  tax  whsn  it  leads  to  such  wide- 
spread confiscation  of  property 
through  tax  sales.  The  present  rale 
of  taxation  on  land  Is  too  high,  and 
at  the  very  first  opportunity  there 
should  be  a  reduction.  The  task  of  the 
Incomtng  Council,  a  task  which  should 
supersede  all  others.  Is  to  devise  ways 
snd  means  whereby  the  taxation  on 
land  can  bs  reduced.  To  do  this, 
economtee  will  havs  to  be  practised, 
for  at  the  same  time  there  are  short- 
ages in  the  sinking  funds  which  must 
bs  mads  good.  Ths  cIFy  Is  now  in  re- 
ceipt of  certain  revenues  from  the 
Provincial  Government.  From  the 
outlook,  these  will  prove  insufficient, 
which  means  that  ths  campaign  to 
secure  adequate  Provincial  recogni- 
tion should  bs  pursued  without  cessa- 
tion. The  goal  of  any  City  Council  in 
Victoria  that  is  possessed  of  business 
acumen  and  economic  sense  should 
he  a  reduction  In  the  taxation  on  land 
until  a  point  has  been  reached  where 
such  taxation  means  a  definite  rev- 
enue that  can  be  collected  with  cer- 
tainty. Anothsr  subject  for  Council 
consideration  Is  ths  assessment  of 
land.  The  law  should  be  observed  snd 
all  land  asssssed  at  its  "actual  value." 
Ths  day  of  Inflated  assessment,  for 
either  taxation  or  borrowing  purposes, 
has  passed,  and  It  Is  time  that  In  all 
municipal  affairs  we  get  dowr!  to  a 
business  basis  and  ceased  the  practice 
of  mortgaging  ths  future.  j 
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It  Is  apparent,  despite  ths  pre-elec- 
tion statements  of  Mr.  Mackensle 
King,  that  overtures  hive  been  mn.JA 
to  the  Farmers'  Party  to  support  the 
< Government  In  the  new  House  of 
CoAtmons.  The  Farmers  have  not  yet 
made  up  their  minds  what  their  course 


will  be.  but  It  Is  likely  that  In  the 
majority  of  measures  thsy  will  be 
fnuml  supporting  the  Government  of 
Mr.  King.  From  ths  trend  of  affairs 
ths  latter  will  have  no  qualms  thnt 
his  Government  will  bs  endangered 
because  It  has  not  a  majority  over  all 
parties  In  the  House  The  Fsrmers 
will  not  be  so  kesn  to  precipitate  an- 
other sleotlen  until  ths  new  House  of 
Commons  has  run  Its  course  and  oar- 
talnly  not  until  a  redistribution  meas- 
ure has  been  passed  on  the  basis  of 
ths  census  of  the  present  ysar.  It  Is 
apparent,  however,  that  while  Mr. 
King  wants  the  Farmers'  support  In 
tltf  BgsjgJt  of  Common",  he  cannot 
anticipate  any  hard  and  faat  alliance 
with  that  party,  wWe  avowed  Ob- 
ject Is  ultimata  free  Undo,  a  policy 
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the  new  Government  will  not  tolerate. 
The  composition  of  ths  new  Oov-

a  quid  pro  quo  for  the  Farmers'  sup- 
port the  duty  on  agricultural  Imple- 
ments may  be  removed,  although  this 
Is  a  step  which  will  work  hardships 
In  industries  In  this  country.  Very 
few,  except  ths  out  snd  out  Liberal 
free  traders,  believe  that  Mr.  King  will 
Implement  the  platform  of  ths  Na- 
tional Liberal  Convention  by  remov- 
ing all  duties  from  foodstuffs.  The 
Fanners  themselves,  or  their  Isadsrs. 
might  advocate  this,  but  within  six 
months  of  any  cancellation  of  the 
duty  they  would  be  pleading  for  its 
restoration,  as  they  would  be  beaten 
out  of  their  home  markets  by  cheaper 
American  produce.  Ths  Liberals  will 
havs  to  bring  In  some  measure  deal- 
ing with  tariff  revision,  and  no  doubt 
the  new  Government  will  appoint  one 
of  those  commissions  whose  lnvestl- 
Katlons  and  findings  are  held  to  Jus- 
tify any  political  course  of  an  eco- 
nomic character.  The  revision,  how- 
ever, must  be  of  a  character  agree- 
able to  Quebec,  and  the  French-Cana- 
dian 1'rovlnce  stands  staunchly  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  protective 
principle.  It  Is  Quebec's  influence  In 
ths  councils'  of  the  Liberal  Party 
which  will  prevent  any  permanent 
coalition  with  the  Farmers.  Mr.  Cre- 
rar  knows  this.  He  was  as  unsuccess- 
ful as  the  Melghen  supporters  in  his 
appeal  to  Quebec,  and  he  has  little  or 
no  hope  of  making  political  Incur- 
sions In  that  Province  In  the  future. 

From  the  standpoint  of  public  In- 
terest the  chief  task  of  ths  Liberal 
Party  will  be  to  decide  on  a  policy 
respecting  national  ownership  of  rail- 
ways. Under  national  ownership  the 
railways  are  now  outside  political  In- 
fluence. Mr.  King  may  deem  It  ex- 
pedient to  change  this  policy.  He  as- 
sailed the  conduct  of  ths  national 
railways  In  his  election  campaign, 
pointed  to  the  large  deficits  In  oper- 
ation, and  dwelt  upon  ths  needs  of 
business  management.  He  will  soon 
havs  the  authority  to  make  ail  the 
reforms  which  he  deems  advisable 
and  which  he  considers  are  necessary 
to  placs  those  railways  on  a  paying 
basis,  and  thus  reduce  taxation  In  the 
country.  Since  Mr.  King's  main  ar- 
raignment of  the  Government  lay  In 
the  heavy  taxation  which  Is  being 
levied,  ths  people  will  expect  from 
his  Government  reductions  in  the 
present  Imposts  once  he  has  had  an 
opportunity  to  put  his  policies  In 
practice.

France  is  entitled  to  security  on  sea 
as  well  as  on  land.  Hhe  has  defined  her 
attitude  on  military  strength,  snd  no 
voice  at  the  Washington  Conference 
has  been  raised  against  her  view- 
point, for,  so  long  as  France  has  to 
rely  on  herself  for  protection  against 
aggression,  It  Is  for  her  people  to  say 
what  their  military  strength  shall  be. 
The  peace  of  the  Pacific  Is  to  be  guar- 
anteed  by  a  quadruple  treaty,  or  pact, 
which  ties  down  the  Powers  con- 
cerned to  engaging  In  a  cooling-off 
process  in  the  event  of  International 
differences  arising.  Thsre  Is  as  yet 
no  guarantee  of  a  similar  kind  affect- 
ing the  peace  of  Kurope.  Until  there 
Is.  France  would  be  Justified  In  Insur- 
ing that,  in  any  decision  upon  a  naval 
ratio  for  the  Powers,  she  does  not  fall 
below  requirements  based  on  the 
European  situation.  During  the 
Great  War  France  had  to  rely  on  tho 
strength  of  the  British  Navy,  and 
without  it  she  would  havs  been  de- 
feated by  Germany.  8he  Is  a  partner 
now  In  a  pact  devised  to  safeguard 
the  peace  of  the  Pacific,  but  she  Is  far 
more  Interested  In  the  peace  of 
Kurope,  and  Is  Justified  In  asking 
what  steps  the  Washington  Confer- 
ence will  take  in  that  direction. 

The  Interpolation  by  the  French 
delegates  In  ths  naval  ratio  discus- 
sion Is  doubtless  designed  to  ascertain 
the  feeling  of  the  Conference  on  the 
subject  of  the  peace  of  Europe.  So 
far.  the  Americans,  who  summoned 
the  Washington  Conference,  have  left 
this  subject  severely  alone.  They  do 
not  wish  to  be  drawn  Into  any  en- 
tanglements where  Kurope  Is  con- 
cerned, although  they  have  shown  a 
readiness  to  enter  into  an  agreement 
for  security  In  ths  Pacific  Ocean. 
France.  In  her  viewpoint.  Is  speaking 
from  a  background  of  history  some- 
what older  than  that  of  the  people  of 
this  continent,  and.  in  proportion  to 
her  experience,  her  views  should 
carry  weight.  Bhs  Is  hardly  prepared 
to  sacrifice  tho  substance  for  the 
shadow  In  any  policy  governing  •na- 
tional nrrnassents.  She  has  as  her 
neighbor  a  Germany  strongly  imbsed 
with  the  doctrine  of  revenge,  snd  she 
cannot  afford  to  take  any  chances. 
Francs  would  be  logical  In  asking  for 
the  name  guarantee  for  the  penes  of 
Europe  sa  has  been  decided  upon  for 
the  pesce  of  the  Pacific.

Chief  Fry  explained  that  the  de- 
partment had  done  Its  best  to  locate 
the  pair,  who  had  got  away  to  the 
Mainland  and  were  caught  by  the 
Vancouver  police,  follow  ing  a  series  of 
robberies  there,  and  among  the  stuff 
recovered  was  stuff  stolen  In  Victoria. 
•  "How  did  those  nien  get  here,  and 
how  did  they  get  away?"  asked  tho 
Commissioner. 

Chief  Fry  stated  that  in  spite  of 
the  number  of  robberies  here,  no  one 
could  give  any  adequate  description 
of  the  two  robbers. 

"I  wish  to  state  that  it  was  after 
a  great  deal  of  discussion  and  con- 
sideration by  Mr.  North  nnd  myself 
before  I  could  come  to  the  most  un- 
pleasant act  of  my  life."  said  Com- 
missioner Hall,  referring  to  the  dis- 
missal of  the  four  members  of  the 
Detective!  Department.  "W^o  did  not 
do  it  without  good  reasons,  which 
we  are  not  compelled  to  give  to  the 
public.  l\>  stepped  down  from  auto- 
cracy to  an  extreme  democracy  and 
gave  up  our  right  to  net  In  order  to 
allow  the  people  to  pass  upon  our 
actions.  It  was  very  satisfactory  to 
us  to  have  been  vindicated  by  the 
electors.  These  men  have  been  dis- 
missed by  Hie  people  of  Victoria  und 
not  by  Ihe  Board.  Now,  since  the 
electors  have  go  decided  by  no  uncer- 
tain voice,  this  matter  of  tho  detec- 
tives is  settled." 

Relative  to  a  communication  from 
Mr.  E.  W.  Bradley.  City  Clerk,  set- 
ting forth  that  the  City  Council  took 
no  action  In  respect  of  tho  Board's 
recommendation  for  a. $15  per  month 
increase  in  Miss  Wark'*  salary,  and 
the  expenditure  of  $75  for  office  fur- 
niture for  her.  there  wu*  read  a  com- 
munication from  Mr.  J.  IS.  Clearlhue, 
solicitor  for  the  Board,  to  the  effect 
that  rather  than  institute  legal  ac- 
tion against  the  Council,  It  would  be 
"  etter  to  leave  the  matter  In  the 
hands  of  the  *  new  Board  on  the 
ground  that  perhaps  the  city  Coun- 
cil would  reconsider  th"  decision  of 
the  retiring  Council.  Thlr;  sugges- 
tion was  approved  by  the  Board. 
Native  Son*  protest 

City  Clerk  Bradley  wrote,  enclos- 
ing a  letter  from  the  Native  Hons  of 
Canada,  complaining  of  young  boys 
nnd  girls  being  employed  nelltng 
papers  on  the  streets  at  all  hours  of 
the  day  and  night. 

Chief  Fry  cited  one  case  where  a 
father  refused  to  work  to  support  his 
wife  and  family  of  *cven.  and  two 
of  the  young  girl*  had  been  selling 
papers.  There  was  no  by-law  at 
present  to  prevent  it,  the  chief  said. 

"I'm  not  hard-hearted,  but  I  do 
f-omctlmes  think  a  rejuvenation  of 
the  cat-o'-nlne  tails  would  be  an  ex- 
cellent thing  for  some  men  who  re- 
fuse to  work  and  support  their  fam- 
ilies."  remarked   Commissioner  Hall. 

Upon  the  suggestion  of  chief  Fry. 
o  recommendation  will  go  forward  to 
the  new  Board  to  purchase  a  new 
chassis  for  the  present  police  patrol. 


Tolntlng  to  the  fact  that  It  has  long 
been  suspected  that  there  are  those  In 
the  city  who  would,  "pay  good  money 
for  protection  from  police  interference." 
Commissioner  Hall  averred  he  and  his 
colleague*  had  discovered  who  was  giv- 
ing the  money,  but  as  for  who  was  get- 
ting If.  th«.y  had  as  yet  only  a  sus- 
picion. Vet  when  they  hsd  discovered 
"the  agent  of  the  v  lee  trust."  a  storm 
of  Indignation  arone.  not  against  tho 
"Insolent  Orlentsl,  '  but  against  them- 
selves for  their  part  In  the  exposure. 
The  "heathen  «'hlnee"  who  had  the 
audacity  to  attempt  to  bribe  a  public 
official  to  violate-  his  solemn  oath  of 
office  at  once  became  gj  hero  In  the 
opinion  of  some  of  the  people,  "while 
we  were  held  up  lo  public  ridicule  snd 
prosecution  attempted  so  far  as  (hay 
could  do  It" 

Holding  that  his  promise  that  Vic- 
toria would  enter  upon  a  new  era  of  law- 
enforcement  with  the  election  of  him- 
self and  Commlsaloner  North,  had  been 
fulfilled.  Commlaatoner  Hall  claimed 
more  real  progresa  In  police  adminis- 
tration has  teen  made  the  past  year 
than  ever  before  In  the  hlatory  of  the 
city. 

"We  have  tnadn  the  pathway  raster 
and  eater  fur  the  rlaing  generation,  we 
have  given  the  city  the  greatest  for- 
ward movement  of  permanent  value  lt» 
has"  seen  for  msny  years,  and  we  con- 
clude cur  year's  work  with  the  satis- 
faction that  we  -heve  at  least  put  one 
l.rl.  k  more  into  the  construction  or 
tlfcit  house  not  made  with  hands." 

In  conclusion  the  Commissioner  fig. 
uratively  fell  upon  the  neck  of  his 
tellow  commissioner  when  he  eulogised 
Commissioner  North  as  the  "master 
scout,  orlglnstor  snd  chief  adminis- 
trator of  things  of  Importance  that  have 
been  accompllahed  during  the  year."  He 
who  was  one  thought  a  Jowe  was  now 
chief  commissioner,  ne  said. 

Commissioner  Hall  expressed  his 
thanks  Uk,  his  friends  for  the  support 
accorded  Mayor-elect  Merchant  and 
Commlssloner-elrct  Htaneland.  both  of 
whom  he  eulogized  and  predicted  that 
the  police  administration  during  the 
coming  year  would  enter  upon  a 
and  glorious  chapter.

Victoria     lost      another      of  her 
pioneers  on  Sunday  night   when  Mi 
Jeremiah  Madden,  a  resident  of  th«» 
oily  for   the   past     fifty-nine  yenrs, 
passed  away  nt  the  family  home, 
Colvllle  Road. 

The  lute  II r.  Madden  came  to  Vic- 
toria at  the  uge  of  seventeen  from 
California  as  ■  machinist  apprentice 
to  Mr.  Joseph  Spr.ui.  He  laid  the 
foundation  of  the  old  Albion  Iron 
Works  and  was  foreman  machinist 
of  the  plant  for  over  forty  years.  Dur- 
ing that  period  he  was  Interested  with 
Mr.  Hpratt  in  the  flouting  cannery 
buslnesa  In  Durrani  Inlet.  Mr.  Mad- 
den always  took  n  great  interest  in 
the  progress  of  this  city,  but  did  nyt 
enter  public  life. 

The  pioneer  is  survived  by  his  two 
sons,  Joseph  and  Kdaar.  both  mill 
residents  or  the  city,  and  both  follow- 
ing the  trade  of  their  father.  A  Bis- 
ter of  the  late  Mr.  Madden.  Mr«.  K. 
Cronan,  reside*  in  hkin  Francisco. 

Tho  late  Mr.  Madden  married  Ml 
Sierra  Nevada  Zlgler,  of  California. 
Her  unusual  Christian  nume  was  the 
result  of  her  having  been  the  first 
white  child  born  ln  n  mountain  min- 
ing camp  in- the  south.  She  died  in 
118^. 

The  pioneer  would  have  been 
aeventy-slx  years  of  age  on  Christmas 
Day  had  he  lived  another  week.  The 
funeral  will  lake  place  thin  morning 
at  8:43  from  the  B.C.  Funeral  Par- 
lors, service  to  be  held  in  St.  Andrew's 
Cathedrnl.

President  de  Valera  hotly  de- 
nounced the  accusation. 

Mr.  OrlfBth  asked  if  the  people 
were  to  be  "fooled  by  more  private 
proceedinga." 

It  was  unworthy  of  Mr.  Griffith  to 
auggeet  that  the  Dall  dealred  privacy, 
the  republican  president  responded. 

Mr.  de  Valera  said  something  alse

Mrs.  O'Callaghan  concluded  her  ap- 
fteol  for  rejection  of  the  treaty  by 
urging  those  members  who  had  not 
yet  made  up  their  minds  how  to  vote 
to  follow  the  lead  of  women  In  the 
Dall. 

♦ Mentions  Compromise 
F.  Lynch,  one  of  the  secretaries  of 
the  London  delegation,  argued  strong- 
ly for  the  treaty.  He  declared  the 
Issue  before  the  Dall  "wodld  be  to 
decide  between  the  treaty  and  a  com- 
promise which  1.  less  than  a  re- 
public." " 

Mr.  Lynch's  mention  of  a  compro- 
mise was  taken  as  a  reference  to 
President  de  Valeras  alternate  pro- 
posals, which  it  waa  announced  to- 
day  would  be  placed  before  the  Dall 
when  Mr.  de  Valera  moved  rejection 
of  the  treaty.  Secretary  Lynch  aald 
he  supported  tho  treaty  on  four 
grounds.  It  gave  an  Irish  army,  it 
gave  evacuation  by  the  British  troop*, 
it  gave  control  of  finances,  an<i.  best 
of  all,  gave  control  over  education 

It  was  an  Insult  to  the  men  who 
signed  the  treaty,  declared  Mr.  Lynch 
to  say  they  had  been  intimidated. 
Proposal  Not  Head 
The  republican  president  said  he 
would  later  move  "that  inasmuch  ss 
the  articles  of  agreement  for  the 
treaty  between  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
land signed  in  London  do  not  recon- 
cile Irish  national  aspiration*  and 
the  association  of  Ireland  with  the 
commfJnity  of  nations  known  as  the 
British  commonwealth,  and  cannot 
establish  lasting  peace  betweon  the 
peoples  of  the  two  Islands,  the  Dall 
Eli-eann  makes  -to  th*  British  tho 
following  proposal:  ^ 
Mr.  de  Valera  did  not  read  the  pro- 
poaal,  nor  waa  it  made  public  at  this 
time,  but  copies  of  the  document,  it 
wa*  stated,  would  be  circulated  among 
the  members  when  tho  motion  was 
mndo. 

John  Etchingham,  deputy  for  Wlck- 
low,  and  Minister  of  Fisheries,  spoke 
in  opposition  to  the  treaty,  saying  the 
people  were  being  stampeded.

Alderman  Todd  Explains  to 
Board  of  Police  Commis- 
sioners Where  Measure 
Could  Be  Strengthened 


Amendment*:  to  the  Lord'a  Day  Act, 
such  aa  he  haa  been  recommending 
to  auccea*lve  Hoard*  of  Police  Com- 
miMloner*  for  the  past  aeveral  yeara, 
were  explained  by  Alderman  Todd  to 
the  commlaaionara  at  laat  nlght'a 
meeting,  the  last  to  be  held  by  the 
present  Board.  At  the  laat  meeting 
of  the  Board  It  was  decided  that  Aid. 
Todd  should  be  aaked  to  attend  at  the 
next  aeaalon  and  explain  hla  recom- 
mendations. After  hearing  Alderman 
Todd'a  Kuggeatlon*.  the  Board  laat 
night  approved  of  them  and  pasaed  a 
resolution  recommending  them  to  the 
Incoming  Board  for  favorable  consid- 
eration. 

Alderman  Todd  stateu  that  when 
he  was  Mayor,  and  n!eo  aa  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners 
In  former  year*,  he  had  had  consider- 
able experience  with  the  woiking  of 
the  lord's  Day  Act.  one  which.  In  hie 
opinion,  waa  quite  unworkable,  and 
condemned  by  every  Board  of  Police 
Commlaaloners  and  every  police  de- 
partment from  one  end  of  Canada  to 
the  other.  In  1918  he  had  urged  cer- 
tain amendments  to  tha  act,  but  had 
not  succeeded  In  getting  them  ap- 
proved. He  referred  to  the  experi- 
ence of  the  preaent  year's  Board  in 
respect  of  band  concerts  on  Sunday, 
entertainments  favored  by  aome  but 
not  approved  by  othera.  He  cited  the 
provlaiona  of  the  exlatlng  act  to  show 
that  the  great  majority  of  the  activi- 
ties now  taking  place  on  8undays 
would  be  prohibited  by  the  act,  activi- 
ties to  which  the  people  have  been 
accustomed,  and  which  they  deaire  to 
see  continued.  No  one  could  say. 
Alderman  Todd  believed,  that  the 
people  of  Victoria  at  any  stage  hav.- 
been  anything  but  thoroughly  law- 
abiding  and  orderly,  and  always 
anxioua  to  aee  the  Babhath  observed 
In  a  proper  and  reaaonable  manner. 

Alderman  Todd  aubmltted  a  eynop- 
ata  of  hla  amendmenta  to  add  to  the 
existing  provlalon  permitting  the 
hiring  of  horaes,  carrlagea.  etc..  for 
the  peraonal  uae  of  the  hirer  or  his 
family,  and  the  securing  of  necesaary 
repairs  thereto,  the  hiring  of  motor 
cara.  purchaae  of  gaaollne,  etc. 

A  further  Important  amendment 
would  provide  that  In  connection  with 
the  section  of  the  preaent  act  permit- 
ting prosecutions  only  upon  the  flat 
Of  the  Attorney  fleneral.  In  caaea  of 
cltlea  and  municipalities  In  Britlah 
Columbia  having  a  properly  elected 
Board  of  Police  Commlaaloners,  the 
discretionary  powers  given  to  the 
Attorney-General  by  the  act  shall  be 
vasted  In  the  commlaaloners;  alao  pro- 
viding that  In  such  cltlea  or  munici- 
pality upon  petition  algned  by  10  per 
cent  of  the  qualified  electore  a  refer- 
endum vote  may  be  taken  upon  the 
point  of  the  enforcement  or  otherwise, 
In  whole  or  In  part.  In  that  commu- 
nity, of  the  Lord's  I >* y  Act.  In  such 
caae,  Alderman  Todd  pointed  out.  If 
the  Board  of  Police  r*  >mml*sioners. 
In  uelng  their  discretionary  powera. 
did  not  take  a  stand  approved  by  the 
majority  of  the  elactora.  they  could 
ao  express  themselvea.  He  held  that 
"our  political  friend*  at  Ottawa" 
ahould  not  dictate  what  people  In 
British  Columbia  shall  do. 

Commlaaioner  Hall  opined  the  pres- 
ent atatua  of  the  Lord'l  Day  Act 
brought  the  law  into  disrespect. 

Upon  the  suggestion  of  Alderman 
Todd  the  Board  approved  of  tha  rec- 
ommendations and  will  forward 
them  to  the  Incoming  Hoard  with  the 
recommendation  that  a  copy  of  the 
amendmenta  be  forwarded  to  Ottawa.

Not  so  lone  ago  there  waa  a  new 
title  placed  In  the  market — one  for 
the  130 -pounders,  or  junior  light- 
weights.

Benny  I.ronard.  expert  thrower  of 
the  lightweights.  «ot  Into  some 
trouble  at  the  outaet  of  the  year  when 
In  a  bout  with  Ritchie  Mitchell,  the 
latter  hid  high  to  the  jaw  with  a 
right.  I^eonard.  though  taken  aback, 
realised  that  he  was  a  business  man. 
and  retained  the  title  with  a  hard 
right  In  the  alxth.  Later  Leonard  also 
engaged  In  twelve  rounda  of  punch- 
ing with  a  rugg«d  Italian.  Rocky 
Kansas  by  name,  and  won. 

Leonard  may  during  the  course  of 
the  coming  year  make  an  offer  for 
the  welterweight  title,  held  by  Jack 
Rrltton.  Brltton  had  /one  Important 
engagement  during  the  year — In  Feb- 
ruary he  defeated  Ted  I^wis.  former 
British  tltleholder.

NEW  YORK,  Deo.  It. — Th*re  Is 
•very  reason  to  believe  that  next 
Fall  will  see  cross-country  runners 
from  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  or  both. 
In  action  In  this  country.  Though  no 
definite  plan  for  a  return  of  the  visit 
of  the  Cornell  harriers  to  England 
last  Winter  has  been  formulated,  it 
1»  believed  that  negotiations  to  that 
•nd  are  In  progress. 

It  Is  possible  that  the  British  uni- 
versities will  be  Invited  to  Wend  their 
teams  to  th*  Intercollegiate  A.  A.  A. 
A-  cross-oountry  championship  rac* 
next  Autumn,  and.  falling  In  this, 
ther*  may  be  some  arrangement  for 
an  International  hill  and  dale  contest 
during  the  Christina*  holidays.  It 
has  been  pointed  out  that  the  Brit- 
ish collegians  will  hardly  be  able  to 
sail  from  home  so  that  they  could 
reach  the  United  States  In  time  to 
limber  up  for  the  L  C.  A.  A.  A.  A. 
run  In  the  middle  of  the  month. 

That  the  Intercollegiate  A.  A.  A.  A. 
authorities  have  in  mind  the  coming 
of  on*  or  more  of  the  teams  from 
the  English  universities  Is  evidenced 
by  the  manner  In  which  th*  national 
cross-country  course  at  Van  Cort- 
landt  Park  was  •'Anglicized"  early 
this  Fall.  Aside  from  the  ploughed 
field  running  and  th*  fording  of  a

"Vocational  Kit n ess,"  was  the  sub- 
ject of  an  address  delivered  to  the 
Kiwanis  Club  yesterday  by  Klwanlan

Recent 
Years— Titanic  an  Excep- 
tional Case 


LONDON,  Dec.  20.— Thai  dream  of 
the  agee — the  unslnkable  ship — hnj» 
net  yet  btfn  evoloved,  though  ehlp- 
ownert,  shipbuilders  and  RUUilM 
u i!  terwrttflta  have  labored  and  still 
•  re  laboring  on  the  problem.  8nf-t> 
on  the>  *eai  however,  has  reached  the 
point  where  the  risk  of  denth  to  R 
passenger  on  an  ocean  Hnor  Is  placed 
at  .02  per  cent.  The  chance  of  a 
casualty  occurring  to  a  passenger 
■hip  and  Involving  lose  of  life  la 
glared  at  1.2  per  cent. 

Theae  eatlmatea  are  given  by  Sir 
TYeatcott  "Abell.  the  chief  ehlp  sur- 
veyor of  Lloyds  Heglater  of  Shipping, 
after  cartful  Investigation,  the  result 
of  which  has  been  published  In  The 
Time*.  Hlr  Weatcott  Abell  has  taken 
th*  28  yeara  between  1*90  and  1113 
for  the  purpose  of  hla  In/iulrlea.  He 
doen  not  deal  with  the  war  yur*,  be- 
durlng  that  period  abnormal 
due  to  enemy  action  figured 
very  prominently.  The  reault  of  hla 
researches  appears  to  leave  no  doubt 
whatever  that  ships  are  safer  than 
they  were,  and  that  the  risks  of  dls- 
aater  and  loss  of  life  have  been  very 
considerably  reduced. 

Interesting  Statistics 

In  HOtf  there  were  3,600  British 
staamera  engaged  In  foreign  trade. 
Their  while  crews  numbered  over 
100.000.  The  death  roll  was  150  from 
shipwreck.  K'7  from  accidents  and 
249  from  cllseaae.  In  1913  the  num- 
ber of  ships  Was  over  4.000  and  the 
hands  employed  numbered  160,000. 
The  deaths  were:  204  from  ship- 
wreck; 14  from  accidents,  and  319 
from  disease.  In  the  first-named 
year  thera  were  4S6.000  passengers 
carried   from   nrltlsh  home   ports  to 

bar  of  deaths  from  wrecks,  etc.,  was 
660:  from  accidents.  22.  and  from 
disease.  i4«.  In  1913  the  number  of 
passengers  carried  was  1.076,000.  and 
there  were  only  50  death*  from 
wrecks.  17  from  accidents,  and  1.113 
from  disease.  It  la  sl-Ued  that  with 
regard  to  deaths  from  disease,  the 
»aflo  of  deaths  from  natural  causes 
la  about  the  same  on  sea  as  on  land. 

Hlr  Wextcott  Abell.  In  summarizing 
hla  investigations,  nnd  stating  tue 
r  hnnce  of  a  casualty  occurring  to  a 
T>aseenger  ship  and  Involving  loss  of 
life  Is  1.2  per  cent,  says  that  assum- 
ing that  one  million  passengers  per 
annum  are  carrlel  on  ».hlps,  it  would 
only  be  possible  If  ships  were  brought 
to  absolute  perfection  In  accordance 
with  the  lateat  development*  of  naval 
architecture  to  prevent  the  loss  of 
passenger  life  to  the  extent  of  70  a 
>ear.  Kven  In  this  ens*  he  points  out. 
the  most  perfect  ship  is  under  the 
control  of  the  human  element,  and 
hence  she  may  run  nshore  or  Incur 
other  perils  also  due  to  the  humnn 
factor. 

Case  of  Titanic 

Since  1913  matters  in  shipbuilding 
have  progressed  very  considerably, 
nnd  a  ftrltlsh  ship  Is  now  sifer  than 
ever.  The  Floard  of  Tr.ide  standard 
of  examinations  for  officers  Is  much 
stlffer  than  It  usod  to  be,  nnd  there 
has  slso  been  a  great  advance  in 
navigational  devices  having  for  their 
objeft  the  Increased  -  mi fety  of  the 
»hlp.  Lighting  and  wireless  pignallnr 
have  also  been  much  Improved,  with 
a  result  that  traveling  by  sea  today 
compares  very  favorably  with  loco- 
motion on  land.  .

LONDON.  Dec.  20  —In  the  event  of 
the  ten  years'  naval  holiday  being 
decided  upon,  the  stoppage  of  work 
now  ordered  by  the  British  Admiralty 
will  mean  the  saving  of  a  very  con- 
siderable sum  thit  may  run  even  into 
millions. 

As  the  steel  and  shipbuilding  in- 
dustries are  faced  with  the  blackest 
crlais  In  their  history,  a  suggested 
alternative  Is  for  the  (Government  to  I 
assist  the  great  steamship  companies 
to  build  four  new  Lusitanias  for  the 
Atlantic. 

Comment  is  being  made  in  shipping 
circles  respecting  reports  that  a  num- 
ber of  obsolete  HrtWsh  warships  are 
to  be  broken  up  in  foreign  yards. 
According  to  on*  report  10  British 
Ships  of  various  descriptions  are  to  be 
broken  up  in  Oerman  yards. 

It  la  recognized  that  accommoda- 
tion for  the  breaking  up  of  large 
warships  of  deep  draught  In  this 
country  Is  neeesaarlly  limited,  and 
the  recent  statement  in  parliament 
of  the  civil  lord  of  the  admiralty  has 
been  noted.  This  was  to  the  effect 
that  owing  to  the  large  surplus  of 
warships  since  the  armistice  and  "io 
the  fact  that  a  number  of  vessels 
have  been  sold  for  breaking  up  on 
tne  continent."  At  the  same  time 
It  la  felt  that,  'n  view  of  the  large 
amount  of  labor  emptoyed  in  break- 
ing up  ships  every  possibility  of  under- 
taking the  work  In  this  country  ought 
to  be  considered  before  the  dispatch 
of  British  vessels  to  foreign  yards  Is 
permitted. 

The  breaking  up  of  battleships  In- 
volves, ft*  &  rule,  the  cutting  of  the 
plates  by  means  of  the  oxy-acetylene 
flame  into  pieces  small  enough  to  he 
inserted  through  the  doors  of  blast 
furnaces.  Th«»  maximum  slxe  of  these 
pieces  is  generally  5  feet  by  2  feet 
6  inches.  Sajith  Wales  Is  a  Urge  con- 
sumer of  scrap  metal,  especially  In 
connection  with  the  manufacture  of 
tin  plate,  so  that  it  is  *  I  •  '  thnt  the 
dreadnought  of  todny  will  probably

This 
will  mean  a  Cunard  fleet  of  eight 
ships  on  the  St.  .Lawrence,  the  other? 
being  the  Tyrrhen la,  A^sonia.  Albania, 
Andunla  and  Antoniu. 

All  the  Cunard  Canadian  liners 
were  loxt  during  the  war  when  trans- 
porting troops  or  otherwise  In  war 
service.  The  Alaunla  wits  the  first 
lost,  striking  a  mine  off  Beechy  Head. 
October  19.  1916.  The  Andanla  was 
torpedSed  on  January  27.  1911.  off  the 
Irish  coast.  The  Aurania  waa  sunk 
by  |  Oerman  submarine  February  7. 
1916;  the  Aueonla  June  11,  1916,  and 
the  Ascania  was  wrecked  off  the 
Newfoundland  coast  June  13  of  the 
fame  pear. 

In  Pioneer  Days 

The  forthcoming  resumption  of  the 
direct  Cunard  Canadian  service  to 
Montreal  recall*  the  fact  that  the 
company's  association  with  Canada 
dates  back  to  Its  Inauguration.  On 
her  first  sailing  from  Liverpool  In 
1840  the  Britannia  called  at  Halifax, 
j.nd  for  nineteen  years  this  call,  both 
eastbound  and  westbound,  was  n 
regular  feature  of  the  company's 
AtlantK:  service.  In  1869,  however, 
the  Halifax  call  waa  discontinued,  and 
was  not  resumed  for  over  half  a  cen- 
tury. , 

In  1911  the  Cunard  Company  pur- 
chased three  pjiscngcr  steamers,  and 
ran  them  between  Lotsdon.  South- 
Hmpton  and  Canada.  Thes->  vessels 
were  the  Ascania  10.006  tons,  the  j 
Aus. . in  .    8,000  tons,  and  the  Albania. 

The  "i  ■  •  -  of  the  company'*  Cana- 
i|gj|  service  was  shown  by  the  neces- 
sity for  a  rapid  extension,  and  two 
new  steamers.  the  Andanla  ard 
Alaunla,  were  launched  during  tne 
early  part  of  1611.  These  had  each  a 
tonnage  of  18.300.  and  w>re  f,40  feet 
in  length.  Their  pas«enirer  accom- 
modation was  notably  In  advance  of 
previous  rhips. 

Pnfortunately  the  outbreak  of  th>» 
was  In  1914  put  an  end  for  a  time 
to  further  developments.  and  also 
unluckily,  every  ship  on  the  Canadian 
route  was  sunk  while  on  war  service. 
After  the  armistice  a  large  building 
progrsmme  wae  put  Into  operation. 
A6MJ  the  needs  of  the  Canadian  ser- 
vtce  were  not  forgotten.

BY  BANK'S  DEMAND 


Council  Must  Authorize  Diver- 
sion of  Sinking  Funds,  or 
Find  Another  Method  of 
Paying  Debt. 


The  city  la  now  facing  virtually  the 
same  situation  which  confronted  It 
last  year,  when  the  now-famou*  diver- 
sion of  sinking  funds  was  made,  it 
was  learned  yesterday. 

The  present  Council  la  now  required 
to  make  a  decision  aa  to  whether 
the  city  should  do  what  was  done 
last  year,  namely,  meet  the  demands 
of  the  bank  by  using  sinking  fund 
money  for  general  purpose*,  or  else 
pay  the  bank  In  some  other  way. 
leaving  the  sinking  funda  intact. 

In  nn  effort  to  get  expert  advice  on 
the  aubject.  the  Finance  Committee 
of  the  Council  will  hold  a  conference 
with  City  Auditor  J.  g.  Flcryt).  City 
Comptroller  James  L.  Raymur  and 
probably  other  officials.  The  whole 
question  will  be  thoroughly 

discuaaajd 

and  the  policy  of  the  Council  .defin- 
itely reached.  The  decision 'la  re- 
garded as  an  unpleasant  one  to  make, 
but  the  present  Counct!  must  make  It. 
The  city's  bankers  have  already  pre- 
sented their  claims,  and  they  point 
out  that  according  to  law  they  have 
a  first  lien  on  the  city's  funda.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  Municipal  Art 
specifically  states  that  diversion  of 
sinking  funds  to  meet  any  general  *x- 
penae  is  against  the  law. 

Mayor  Porter  stated  yeaterdav  thet 
the  amount  of  money  Involved  thrs 
yenr  was  not  so  much  ns  last  year, 
because  the  sale  of  reverted  property 
and  a  number  of  other  source*  of 
revenue  had  li"»n  developed.  The 
amount  transferred  from  sinking  funds 
last  year  wss,  roughly,  $1*7  noo. 

The  diversion  was  artmlfed  by  city 
officlale.  althongh  Msvor  Porter  and 
several  of  the  aldermen  Raid  to  have 
been  involved  In  the  transaction  denied 
all  knowledge  of  It  and  aaeerted  that 
they  had  not  given  their  authority 
for  It. 

The  mstter  wsa  one  of  the  hlg 
issues  In  the  mayoralty  campaign,  be- 
ing used  effectively  by  Mayor-elect 
William  Merchant.

Much  Mail  Being  Misdirected, 
and  Long  Queues  Are  Lined 
Up  Before  the  Stamp  and 
Delivery  'Windows, 


The  postofflce  officials  are  ex: 
perlenolng  the  full  volume  of  the 
Christmas  rush  now,  and  every  after- 
noon the  postofflce  is  crowded  with 
Christmas  crowds  sending  parcels  and 
posting  Christmas  cards  to  the  ends

al  even  for  the  holiday  season,  and 
every  employee  of  the  postofflce  is 
busy  from  early  morning  until  the 
office  closes  at  night.  There  Is  no 
let-up  to  the  flood  of  good-humored 
humanity  whlcii  passes  before  the 
windows,  and  the  general  delivery 
department  and  the  postage  sas>mp 
counter.  Long  queues  are  formed 
throughout  the  day  before  the  win- 
dow of  the-  last  named  counter,  and 
one  needs  to  have  an  abundance  of 
patience  if  a  stamp  Is  needed  for  the 
Christmas  letter  home. 

The  posts!  authorltiea  again  warn 
the  public  of  the  many  changes  in 
rates  on  mailing  matter  going  to 
points  outside  Canada.  Within  the 
year  a  great  many  changes  have  been 
made,  and  now,  with  postofflces  bur- 
dened with  the  Christmas  rush.  It  Is 
important  that  the  public  make  Itself 
acquainted  with  the  new  rates. 

Another  point  which  the  general 
public  apparently  does  not  under- 
stand, according  to  postal  authori- 
ties, is  the  fact  that  letters  to  points 
outside  of  Canada  cannot  be  In- 
sured. The  only  insurance  that  can 
be  paid  by  the  postofflce  In  of  letters 
going  to  points  within  the  confines 
of  the  Dominion.  j 

The  Postofflce  Bulletin  of  recent 
date  states  that  128.300  pieces  of  mis- 
directed mall  matter  were  handled 
by  fifty-five  postofflces  In  the  course 
of  one  month,  or  a  total  of  42,000 
daily  and  a  total  of  16.000.000  a  year. 
A  lerge  number  of  clerks  have  to  be 
employed  to  take  care,  of  thla  mis- 
directed mall.

Radical  Changes — The  New 
Council  to  Meet  at  Alder- 
man's Home. 


Mayor-elect  William  Mai  chant,  al- 
though maintaining  his  promise  of 
Sphinxlike  silence  concerning  his  pol- 
icies until  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Council,  In  hu*>  Hounding  out  the  sen- 
timent of  the  1B22  aldermen  regard- 
ing administration  affairs. 

Just  at  preeent  the  moat  import- 
ant consideration  appears  to  be  the 
selection  of  committee*,  and  In  thla  re- 
spect the  new  mayor  Is  not  only.llkely 
tp  effect  reform  by  reducing  tho 
number  to  three  or  four,  as  compared 
with  more  than  twenty  In  service  gt 
present,  but  by  leaving  to  the  com- 
mitteemen themselves  the  duty  of  se- 
lecting their  own  chairman. 

All  sorts  of  reports  about  commit- 
tee formation  have  been  running  up 
and  down  City  Hal]  corridors,  but 
moat  of  them  are  worthless.  For  in- 
stance, It  was  rumored  that  one  mem- 
ber of  the  new  Council  had  been  ap- 
proached by  Mr.  Marchant  nnd  aaked 
to  head  either  of  two  committees, 
and  that  he  had  rejected  both  offers. 
It  turned  out  that  the  offers  |iad  not 
even  been  made,  and  that  Mr.  Mar- 
•  hum  is  not  likely  to  make  any  of 
the  appointments  of  chairman  him- 
self. 

Flornier  Formations 
Some  years  ago  every  committee  of 
the  Council  was  composed  of  five  al- 
dermen, the  result  being  that  every 
member  of  the  Council  seemed  over- 
burdened with  committee  work,  be- 
ing on  half  a  doxen  or  more  commit- 
tees. A  radical  change  followed  about 
1913,  when  the  one-man  committee 
plan  was  adopted,  all  the  committee* 
except  abdut  two  or  three  of  the  most 
important  being  composed  of  only 
one  alderman.  This  proved  a  weak 
plan  because  when  any  matter  waa 
brought  before  the  Council  the  lone 
committeeman  usually  had  to  explain 
the  whole  proposition  to  his  col- 
leagues, and  time  was  lost  a«  a  re- 
sult. 

During  recent  years  the  mayors 
have  struck  a  compromise  by  naming 
three  or  sometimes  four  members  to 
committees,  except  in  the  case  of  the 
Finance  Commltte  and  the  Streets 
Committee,  which  have  larger  mem- 
bership. 

Mayor-elect  Marchant  plans  to  cut 
down  the  number  of  committees  to 
three  or  four.  Just  how  large  their 
personnel  will  be  has  not  been  de- 
termined. ' 

All  member*  of  the  new  Council 
will  be  entertained  at  dinner  at  the 
home  of  Aid. -elect  Arthur  Llnehani 
tomorrow  evening.  This  will  mark 
the  first  unofficial  meeting  of  the 
new  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  It  was 
stated  that  it  ha*  no  official  or  po- 
litical significance.  It  will  simply 
serve  to  acquaint  the  new  members 
with  each  other.

"This  expression."  the  statement 
continued,  "has  been  emphsalsed  aa  t 
division  between  the  President  ami 
the  delegates  to  ths  conference  In 
construing  the  four-power  agreemsnt. 

"The  President  announced  tonight 
that  the  difference  in  view  in  nowise 
will  be  permitted  to  embarrass  the 
conference  or  the  ratifications  of  the 
agreement.  He  hsd  sssuined  all  along 
that  the  spirit  of  the  conference  con- 
templates a  confidence  which  pledgee 
respect  of  terltory  in  every  way  which 
tends  to  promote  lasting  peace. 

"He  haa  learned  from  the  U.  8. 
delegates  that  they  have  agreed  to 
the  construction  which  Includes  the 
homeland  of  Japan  In  the  term 
'insular  poaseaalona  and  Insular  do- 
minions.' and  haa  no  objection  to  that 
construction."
